A Yarraville man was sentenced to a total of 134 
years’ gaol following the hearing of rape charges in the 
County Court last week. 


“This is one of the worst pack rape cases I have ever heard,” ° 


Judge Southwell said. 
. Lindsay James 1 
McKee, 22, butcher, of 
Birmingham Street, Yar- 
raville,; and Paul Graeme 
Brough 18, laborer of 
Daly Street, Glenroy, 
each pleaded not guilty 
to rape and other. 
charges. 

Judge Southwell said 
the victims, aged 16 and 


17, were subjected to 
“appalling depravity” 
and an “outrageous 
orgy”. 


The rapes took place 
at an Altona house on 
the night -of ‘June’, 45, : 
1973 . 


Opening the case for the 
Crown, Mr. G. Taylor said 
the girls- and their boy- 


friends were at the house 
when a youth knocked on 
the door and said he want- 
ed to hide because he’d 
just bashed Up someone. 

A proup of youths then 
entered the house and 
started a fight. — 

The girls were raped a 
number of times by vari- 
ous youths, Mr, Taylor 
said. “3 
“These two girls, whom 
I regard as decent and re- 
spectable, were spending 
the evening at the house of 
one of their boyfriends,” 
Judge Southwell said., 

“You two, with at least 
four other young men, in- 
vaded these premises. You 
and your friends terro-
